The sentence w as im ­ 
posed by F ederal J u d g e Ford in Boston 
yesterday w ho rejected tile reco m m en d a­ 
tion of the federal prosecutor th a t Best he 
sentenced to death for his crim e. 
Those who believe in capital p u n ish ­ 
ment for m u rd erers and traitors will b e ­ 
lieve that justice w as not adequately se rv ­ 
ed by the life sentence im posed upon Best. 
He wras one of the ex trem ely rare A m e r­ 
icans accused and convicted of treason iii 
the history of this country. His crim e was 
a despicable one. T h e rantings of the Nazi 
m u rd erers that Best, dispatched over the 
G erm an radio certainly 
was 
traitorous 
conduct to the country of his birthright. 
And yet the cause of justice is a p p ro ­ 
priately served by the sentence of lite im ­ 
prisonm ent invoked against Best in federal 
court.

M orris S. V ern er jr., and a special g ran d 
ju ry has been called to probe these frauds. 
Jn addition, th e V eterans A dm inistration 
adm itted publicly th a t some 150 fra u d cases 
w ere hanging fire. 
H ow ever, here is som ething else which 
the V eterans A dm inistration has not yet 
m ad e public. In its files are some re v e a l­ 
ing letters w ritte n by its representative, 
R. F. A ndrew s, chief of the V eteran s Loan 
G u aran ty S ervice in Dallas. Here are some 
ex cerp ts from them : 


On Feb. 18, Andrew's reported to W ash ­ 
ington: “Mr. G odfrey of the Dallas Home 
B uilders in telephonic conversation w ith 
Mr. B aker, L oan G u aran ty officer, Dallas, 
today st/red that th e sid e -p ay m en t eases 
now in the h an d s of the U. S. atto rn ey in 
Dallas are progressing to his, Mr. G o d frey ’s 
satisfaction.
